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Another new idea Craig has come 
up with went into effect this past 
week. Posters with business reply 
cards are being put up in churches. 
These posters also have been sent to 
alumni in the hope that they will post 
them in their particular areas. Craig 
seems very enthusiastic about this 
particular hew effort. _ 

Being admissions director, Craig 
knows aspects of recruiting that 
entrants or students are not aware of. 
He sincerely believes that a person 
should go straight from high school 
to college, but he feels that a student 
must first check out his or her pro- 
spective campus. He notes that of the 
people who left school this year, a 
percentage of them had never seen 
Saint Joe’s before they enrolled. 
Craig insists that a student familiar 
with a campus will more readily adapt 
to it. An interesting fact that Craig 
points out was that the average age 
of the graduates of the 2194 colleges 
in America is 25 and one-half years 
old. He notes, however, that he pri- 
marily recruits the 18 to 20-year-olds 
and junior college transfers for Saint 
Joseph’s. 

Craig says that right now Saint 
Joe’s is averaging about five visits to 
campus per week. However, he ex- 
pects that number to increase to 25 
in January and should peak in 
April at 35-40 per week. He con- 
cludes that “things look good.”

Presently the admissions office is 
involved with a mailing campaign*. A 
new feature of the office is the pre- 
paid reply cards that are contained in 
brochures sent out to prospective stu- 
dents. Craig says that a pre-paid 
card is used by a better percentage of 
schools across the country, With ap- 
proximately 60 percent of the cards 
mailed out, the admissions office re- 
ceives an average of 75 cards a day. 
“All of the figures point to a good 
year,” Craig states. However, he ex- 
pects a .small drop in next year’s 
crop of new students. 

In an effort to reach more students 
and stabilize enrollment figures, 
Craig’s office is attempting to set up 
certain high schools as “feeder” 
schools. This simply means that each 
year a particular school will recom- 
mend Saint Joseph’s to its best seniors. 
Craig also has extended the recruiting 
range to include the metropolitan 
areas of the south, farm belt states, 
dnd New England.

If a dorm wants 
to sponsor a beer blast, it has to be 
held in the Halleck conference rooms 
or in Raleigh Hall. 


In an effort to clear up any mis- 
conceptions concerning the new poli- 
cy, Hughes talked openly about it. 
He says the policy was initiated be- 
cause of dorm damage, excessive 
noise and abuse that occurred last 
year, and adds that last year was the 
waist year ever as far as dorm 
damage was concerned. When asked 
if the new policy was permanent, 
Hughes said that if a suitable alter- 
native plan was drawn up, his office 
would welcome it. 

However, he points out a section of 
the Student Handbook that states, 
“Under no circumstances will drunk- 


To clarify a technicality, Hughes 
says the President’s Council approved 
the wording of his policy, but that he 
did not need its approval to enact the 
new regulations. He stresses the fact 
that it is up to the students to be re- 
sponsible, mature adults.

PUMA PRINTS 


Saint Joseph’s College’s athletic scene has grown and changed 
through the years, while many coaches and athletes have come and gone. 
But a permanent fixture for the past 36 years has been athletic director 
Richard Scharf, and his years of service give him a keen insight into 
athletics here and elsewhere. 

A native of Fostoria, Ohio, Scharf first came to SJC in the fall of 1934 
as a student. By the time of his graduation in 1938, he had won 11 major 
letters in football, basketball and baseball-more than any other athlete in 
college history. 

“I joined the college staff on Feb. 1, 1940, and those were busy years 
for us, because athletic director - coach Joe Dienhart and myself plus 
Brother Henry Kosalko were the only coaches for both the academy and 
college teams," Scharf says. 

During the next decade, Scharf completed work for a bachelor’s 
degree in physical education and coached both college and academy foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball teams during various periods. 

Athletic director since August of 1961, he recalls many highlights 
during his tenure at Collegeville, starting with his years in the early 1940’s, 
working with Dienhart, the man who started the college physical educa- 
tion department and established a highly-successful athletic program

“Football In the early seventies was very successful and we’re 
improving in that sport again, basketball has been consistently successful 
here since the 1969-70 season and our baseball program has also become 
a winning, competitive program with a very bright future.” 

Scharf concludes that he feels most fortunate to have been at Saint 
Joseph’s during all these years. 

“This college and its people have been outstanding and the many 
experiences and friends I’ve made here are invaluable.”
